The Managers' Blunder 


MMiE Association of Railway Executives did themselves and1 


I JL i the country no good when Thursday they refused the in-' 
vitation of Chairman Hooper of the United States Railroad La- 
bor Board to confer with representatives of thc shop crafts. 
The executives by their action are now jointly responsible for I 
the continuance of the strike. 
They have, moreover, become, 


quite as indifferent to the public rights as were the workers. 
; 


.Mr. Hooper properly called the executives to account for, 


their intimation that their willingness to confer with the labor- 
ites was attributable to a de.sire to uphold thc authoriy and the 
dignity of a government agency. 
The chairman of thc labor 


board observed with entire good humor that the board was able 
to manage its own affairs. 
He might have used harsher 


language. For President Harding him.self in his proclamation 
-issued Thursday referred at the outset to the manner in which 
the railroads have defied the authority of thc labor board and 
evaded the provisions of the Transportation act. 


The men are, of course, responsible for .striking in protest 


against the wage reduction ordered by thc labor board. 
But 


the executives are very largely to be blamed for thc state of un- 
rest out of which the strike emerged. 
Despite the protests of 


the organized security-holder* the rail executives embarked 
upon an anti-union policy fallaciously called thc 
"open-shop 


campaign." The adoption of that propaganda destroyed much 
of the good-will which bound worker to the carriers, and 
logically led to a conflict between tho executives and the labor 
board. Many of the most important railroads in the country 
challenged the authority of the board, and one, the Pennsyl- 
vania, obtained an injunction prohibiting the board from pub-
